Rround to ripen, These nuts ore sold in the 
London market under the. various “denomina- 
tions of oil nats, pe nats, earth. nuts; monkey 
onts, &., and are produced in great quantities 
not only in Asia, but alsoin Africa and North and 
Sonth Atmorioa, more especially in Brazil, where 
the nut flourishes and attain dimensions unheard 
of elaswhere, oa? as . 
Bat to roturn to the oil pressing establish 
ment? the modus operandi is as follows. 
‘The nits, after being first braised and ornshed. 
in large atone mortars, aro plasid in astont linen 
cloth, then 'in n wooden tab having a perforated 
bottom. .Thigis then put upon a Jarge iron pan 
containing water ; the wooden tub is covered with 
a tightly fitting cover and a fire lighted under 
the iron pan; this steams and softens the 
‘nuts; when after the expiration of sovoral 
hours the nuts are quite aoft, the oloth containing 
the now softened pulp is taken out and is pressed 
in the following manner, Taking a hoop some 
foot and » half or thereabouts in diameter by say 
three inches wide, mado of plaitad split rattan, 
a workman’ Mills it with pulp of the cooked paa 
nuts, treading the pulpdown with his foot; he 
then placos another hoop npon the first and fills 
this in like manner, the hoopsboing slightly coni- 
tal facilitating this arrangement; when the 
workman has thus mada a pilo of avfoot or so 
in height he place’ it in the press and repeata 
the’ process nntil the press will hold no more 
Tho pross alluded to is nn’ horizontal one of most 
ingenious construction ; it is mado of twa ler 
half round logs of hard wood tome twelve fact 
in length, placed side toside. The flat sides of 
these los are hollowed out canoe fashion, leaving 
about a foot of wood at either end not hollowed 
out; tho two edges.of ths hollowed out portion 
ave planed away so that s slit or groove of an 
inch or mors af top and bottom ix jaft throngh- 
out thd entire length of the pross; at the charg. 
ing-end, where the press is loaded, a foot or mora 
of wood is out away from the upper surface ‘of 
either log in order to admit thd hoops filled with 
unt pulp to be pressed, Whon, as before men- 
tioned, the press is full, a cirenlar thick diso of 
hard wood, baviug two projecting: studs’ which 
fit into the slit-or:groove referred to, is put 
inig the press after the last of the pulp filled 
hoops. A wedge is then driven in between the 
diso ond tho solid ond of the press, and from 
time to'time other wedges are‘drjvon in until 
the palp is as complotely ‘deprived of its oil ag 
this primitive arrangement: is capable of doing.
